If revised as planned, approxi- 
mately 10 million more people will 
be eligible for the rewards you get 
for surviving in this weary world 
for three score years plus five. 
Farmers and the self employed 
will be able to participate from 
now on, and monthly benefits will 
be raised from $5 to about $30 a 
month for individuals and families. 
This still isn’t pie in the sky, and 
you won't be able to retire on your 
old age benefit to Palm Beach un- 
less the outfit to which you have 
sacrificed life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness during your work- 
ing years has a generous pension 
plan too. 

The bill will correct one of the 
great injustices of the law. As it 
stands now the retired are forced 
to remain idle if they wish to draw 
their social security money. If a 
man or woman, bored, with retire- 
ment, goes to work and earns more 
than $75 a month they forfeit their 
old-age dividends. They may have 
been contributing to the pension 
fund for years but it doesn’t mat- 
ter. The new bill will allow these 
retired to earn as much as $1,000 
a year now without giving up their 
government benefits.

The report sharply criticizes ef- 
forts of some cities to increase the 
power of their municipal courts. 

It charges that expediency and 
the desire for revenues from fines 
imposed often has been behind 
these efforts. 

It opposes any move to empower 


city courts to try state offenses 
and impose “serious penal . sen- 
tences’ without setting up a rea- 
sonable procedure for appealing 


the sentences. . 
The report’ proposes a general 
law “spelling out the jurisdiction 
and functions. of recorders’ courts 
regardless of the town:or city in 
which they function and by what- 
ever name they are designated.’”’

School Closing 


It was plainly the wrong morning for pancakes. You can’t 
cook pancakes and do anything else, of course, and there I was, 
turner in hand, shackled to the stove while they milled around 
me setting up their last-week-of-school commotion. 

“‘Where’s my blue jeans?”’ cried the youngest. 
blue jeans!”’ 

Blue jeans for school? I affected cool disbelief. 

“We have so too got to wear blue jeans!" she insisted. 
‘We're having a great big house cleaning in our room and every 
girl’s gotta wear blue jeans. And I want rags and wax too. We 
don't leave our room in a mess.”

That last was offered with as much pride and superiority 
as if I didn’t know and she didn’t know that-her room, her per- 
sonal room, was knee-deep in the weekend accumulation of 
clothes and toys. - 


I turned two cakes and burned the third trying to remember 
where I'd seen the last whole pair of blue jeans—the one with 
the good zipper. And at that moment the middle child added 
her thrush-like note to the Monday morning chorus. 

“You got to write me a permission,”’ she said. ‘‘Every time 
we go somewhere I’m always the one that doesn’t have the per- 
mission, Last week I almost didn’t get to go to the skating 
party and this-week they won’t let me go to Indian Springs be- 
cause you're probably going to forget to write my permission.” 

There was more of it—sandwiches for the class picnic, money 
for presents for people, fees for lost books, and please, please 
don’t forget to sew the wings on the dance recital costume and 
pick up the dress at the cleaner for the piano recital. 


I burned four more pancakes and three fingers and finally 
got them fed and out the door before I was able to collapse 
with my third cup of coffee and my memories. School closing 
was never thus in my youth. Sometimes there was a program 
on the last day with pieces to speak and on one momentous 
oceasion, when the prettiest teacher we ever had was leaving 
to get married, we all took her handkerchiefs and sang-—-with 
the boys’ voices cracking on the high notes—a sentimental song 
to the tune of “Comin’ Thro’ the Rye.” (It was SUCH a suc- 
cess! I helped to rearrange the lyrics and Cole Porter never 
felt prouder of his handiwork than I did when the teacher wept 
as we sang, “If a body love a body just as we love you... .’’) 


We got our report cards and there was considerable sus- 
pense over whether we'd passed or not. That was in the days 
before ‘‘social promotions’ and some of the boys at Creola Gram- 
mar School were grown men with bearded chins and bass voices 
before they ever got out of the fifth grade. None of us took it 
for granted we would pass and you couldn't really breathe easy 
until you had your report card in hand. 

School closing is always tied up in my mind with the heavy 
sweet fragrance of cape jasmine and magnolia blossoms, short- 
stemmed and wilting a little but our final last-minute effort to 
show the teacher how we felt about her. And when we had our 
report cards and had said our goodbyes there was the lovely un- 
accustomed sense of midmorning freedom. 


School was out and we had nothing else to do. We took off 
our shoes going home and the way the warm dust in the road

Recession Is Losing 


Grip, Analysts Find 


By AL McDONALD 
The national recession may be scraping bottom. 
At least, that is the opinion of many financiers and econo- 


» Mic advisers, and businessmen hope they are right. 


Here are some of the reasons for their optimism: 

1. The stock market\ has continued to advance in the face of 
declining business conditions 

2. After declining for eight consecutive months, industrial 
activity flattened out in April, according to the Federal Reserve 
index. 

3. The steel industry has shown definite signs of improvement 
even though still cautious. Mill operations have been maintained 
between 68-70 per cent of capacity for the past three months. 
And scrap prices, a national barometer for steel, have shown a 
steady rise.

4. Inventories have reached a real low, with very few indus- | 


tries excepted, at all levels from the manufacturers right down 
to retailers. 

One of the optimistic forecasters is Sumner Slichter, the 
highly esteemed Harvard University economist. He writes it is 
possible the business decline is over, or nearly so, anu the stock 
market by its rally the last few ménths has simply anticipated 
improved business this fall and winter. 


Others agree with this point of view, recalling the seemingly, 


senseless drop of the stock market last year when business 
conditions were high. They contend, despite much contrary 
belief. that the stock market still moves in advance of business 
and the ‘53 market declines and ‘54 
examples of this. 

Robert A. Whitney, president of the National Sales Executives, 
meeting this week in Chicago, maintained inventories have 
reached such a low that the average consumer has difficulty 
makifig a proper choice of goods. 

“It seems that before long retailers will have to add inven- 
tories giving new impetus to the production level of American 
economy,”’ Whitney said. 

Recovery of textile shares has indicated inventories in that 
industry may be nearing reasonable levels. Excessive pro- 
duction in 1950 and 1951 has resulted in cutbacks in production 
at most mills.

increase of $5,000,000 in commercial, industrial and agricultural | 


loans during the week ended May 26 in 27 member banks in the 
Southeak&t. Consumer and other loans also gained $1,000,000 for 
the week, leaving the declines to loans to banks and to brokers 
and dealers. 


Factory Automobile Sales Rise 


The Automobile Manufacturers Assn. has reported factory 
gales of new passenger cars edged up to a new peak for 1954 
during April. Factory sales totaled 534,667. Truck and coach 
sales pushed that total up to 631,769, the association added.
